A Curious Will. 


The Advance, published at the New 
Jersey State Reform School, in James- 
burg, printed the following poem in a 
recent issue: a 

To my dear wife my joy my lite 
I freely now do give her, ; 
My whole estate with all my plate

One tub of soap, one old cart-rope, 
An iron pan and kettle; - 
An ashen pail, a thrashing flail, 
An iron wedge and beetle.

And, if I'm not a leg of pork, 
A broken fork, and half a flitch of bacon. 
A spinning wheel, one peck of meal, 
A knife without a handle. 
A rusty lamp, two quarts of samp, 
And half a tallow candle. 
This is my store. I have no more, 
I heartily do give it, With heaven's prayer, 
For her to share God's gift up there, 
Being just about to leave it.

THE LAKE DWELLERS. 


The little church of ten, led by John 
Woodbridge, who gathered here in 
Cochickewick 250 years ‘ago, included 
Richard Barker. Bailey's history 
makes him the first to record a deed 
among the town fathers, one William 
Hewes of Topefield in 1643, selling our 
man his house, land, stock, corn and 
hay, evidently to raise money for some 
purpose and knowing the right man to 
go to. I have not yet found any of 
Richard’s kin among the emigrants 
nor auy clue, #0 far, to Joanna, his 
wife’s family. He chose to stay near 
the Pond in Andover and kept on buy- 
ing land with more ponds and mill 
streams, and probably owned down in- 
to the Merrimac at the ford, maybe 
near Duck bridge. By and by, he 
sigos with twenty-three others for 
more land, there being forty to one 
hundred ready to go up and settle, 
with ‘sons and servants’”’ if they 
can get possession of the granite 
hills north of the Merrimac. They 
try fer Concord and have to take 
Methuen, while Richard held the 
pocket-book. Lateron, his sons suc- 
ceed in carrying out his plans. 

He was surveyor and road commis- 
sioner as early as 1653, his name, be- 
ginning on John Osgood’s, the first to 
leave the town’s service, was on all the 
wills of the day; and he signs the pe- 
titions and acts as selectman up to the 
last. His descendants did not become 
famous as politicians, though they seem 
to have aspired to military honors. In 
1678, he appears on the royal list of al- 
legiance with five sons over 16— Ben- 
jamin then only 12. John had mar- 
ried, in 1673, Mary, daughter of John 
Stevens; her brother John, afterwards 
lieutenant of the Indian service at Cas- 
co, taking the sister Esther Barker. 
William, in 1676, married Mary Dix, 
maybe of Reading. Ebenezer, now 28, 
fully recovered from his Narragansett 
trip did not marry till 36, perhaps busy 
on new war paths. Richard, now 26, 
was courting Benjamin Kimball's 
Hanna over in Bradford, and Stephen, 
now 19, turns his eye in search of 
Mary Abbott, Rowley George’s daugh- 
ter, just 14,and in 1687 they are the 
first to stand up before young Thomas 
Barnard, our first Harvard graduate in 
the North pulpit. Richard's Sara mar- 
ried John Abbott, son of George, Sr., 
in 1673, and maybe was at the garrison 
house when Joseph was brought home; 
for she names her son, born in Decem- 
ber, 1676, for his Uncle Joseph, and 
Joseph’s luck followed on after him all 
his life. 

Sara was one of my Barker grand- 
mothers and Hanna, now 26, and likely 
to be the family spinster, was the other’ 
So I may be allowed to fancy Hanna, at 
17, was the ‘‘maid Barker, who giddi- 
ly slighted Samuel Wardwell’s love, 
bringing him “such discontent,” that 
he builds for his melancholy experience, 
entertainment for Salem Court, in 
1692, when he offers the yarn of the

three black cats, that promise him com- 


fort and a captain’s commission, if he 
would only sign the Devil’s book. In 
1673, he married the Widdo Hawks,” 
and his step-daughter Sara hears of his 
longings, maybe for the first time, as 
she stands among the accused. 

In 1679, Hanna succumbs to the 
widower, Christopher Osgood, withPhis 
thirteen children, who has moved over 
from Ipswich to build Frye's mills. 
Her short married life of seven years is 
soon over. The year Stephen is married, 
his sister Hanna with her small babe 
and her aged mother Joanna move off, 
just a month before the wedding. Three 
small Osgood ( Barker) grandchildren 
pass rapidly under the third to the 
fourth wife’s care and Christopher’s 
eighteenth infant opens its eyes to 
watch, maybe, the hapless Samuel 
whirled away at the rope’s end to a 
world where he will be better appre- 
ciated. With him, to Salem jail, go 
John’s little Mary and her Uncle Wil- 
liam with our Narragansett’s Ebenezer’s 
wife, Abigail Wheeler. A petition from 
fifty citizens for five godly mothers of 
Israel, with that of the husbands of this 
*¢ distressed company of poor creatures,” 
that they may be released on bond be- 
fore the terrible winter, has come down 
to us.with its high tribute of praise for 
women like Abigail Wheeler, whose 
every day walk was backed by as much 
moral force as the martyred Carrier held 
in reserve for the grand finale, 

William Barker pleads that he is a 
poor man and in debt with a large fam- 
ily, when Satan comes promising to pay 
his debts. (What joy!) “The world 
has gone hard with him,“ he says. (A 
jury of Andover tradesman would have 
acquitted this man of any knowledge of 
the infernal.) Little Mary gets bailed 
safely away from the Salem frosts, and 
grows up to marry Uncle William’s 
Billy, who has better luck than his 
father; for the year after the famous 
trial of 1693, Richard Barker closes up 
hie accounts with the town and follows 
Joanna, leaving his family to bless his 
memory. He leaves the homestead to 
Ben, the youngest, and Hanna Mars- 
ton, which points to the probability of 
its site as being near the ferry on the 
north side of the Pond, though I 
wauted very much to put it on the 
south side, on the road from the Centre 
to the Boxford line. Anyway, there 
was room for its orchards and meadows 
either side. Ben divides the house- 
hold stuff with his sisters Sara and 
Esther, and Hanna’s girls get 40s. each 
added to their mother’s share. John 
has the land and house behind Great 
Pond, with all kinds of land, including 
Bald Hill, ‘*Beechin’”? meadow and 
Musquito . Brook pastures, which he 
shares with Stephen who also hasa 
house. Richard has the Pond house 
aud lands(probably south of the pond.) 
William has land where he dwells in 
the swamp division. Ebenezer’s house 
and land include Shawshin fields, 
Both of the George Abbotts, Samuel 
Osgood, Dudley Bradstreet, and Rev. 
Thomas Barnard sign with Richard. 
The fortunes and descendants of these 
Barker boys will be added in a second 


paper.

Monroe Doctrine Is Just. 


Without attempting extended argument in 
reply to these positions it may not be amias to 
suggest that the doctrine upon which we 
stand is strong and sound, because its enforse- 
ment is important to our peace and safety as a 
nation, and is essential to the integrity of our 
free institutions and the tranquil main- 
tenance of our distinctive form of government. 
It was intended to apply to every stage of oar 
national life, and cannot become obsolete 
while our republic endures, If the balance of 
power is justly a cause for jealous anxiety 
among governments of the Old World, and a 
subject for absolute non-interference, none 
the less is an observance of the Monroe doc- 
trine of vital concern to our people and their 
government. 

Practically the principle for which we con- 
tend has peculiar, if not exclusive, relation to 
the United States. It may not have been ad- 
mitted in so many words to the code of inter- 

national law, but since in international coun- 
cils every nation is entitled to the rights be- 
| longing to it, it the enforcement of the Monroe 
iste is something we may justly claim, it 
| has its place in the code of international law 
as certainly and as surely asif it were specifi- 
cally mentioned, and when the United States 
isa suitor before the high tribunal that ad- 
ministers international law the question to be 
determined is whether or not we present 
claims which the justice of that code of law 
can find to be right and valid. The Monroe 
doctrine finds its recognition in the principles 
of international law, which are based upon the 
theory that every nation shall have ite rig rights 
protected and its just claims enforced.

Prospect of Firm and Healthy 
Trade In Butter. 


Steady Tone Maintained In Cheese—Ecgs 
In Firm Position—Potatoes Away Down. 
Market Well Stocked With Poultry. 


Boston, Dec. 19.—The butter situation 
has gained more strength and buoyancy, 
and indications favor a firm and healthy 
market for a few weeks. The advances 40 
far have been governed strictly by the law 
of supply and demand, and nobody “has 
reason to fini fault. The stored supply 
was unexpectedly reduced ‘by the export 
demand, and fresh supplies have been kept 
low by cold weather in the west. ‘ 

Low prices during the summer and 
autumn have assisted materially in in- 
creasing the consumption of butter, and 
the result is that20 to 25 per cent more 
stock is being used than last year. This, 
taken in connection with the foreign out- 
let, has worked a wonderful change in the 
market. 

There has been little export inquiry, 
but no sales to speak of. The advancing 
prices here on all kinds are a block to for- 
eign trade, and dealers must wait. for a 
better market abroad or drop prices before 
there can be another outwari movement. 
Shipments from Boston last week were 
only 5083 pounds, or about 100 e, 
pounds each.

ABBY BOWLER HOPPIN MORTON. 


News comes from Newton Highlands 
announcing the death of Mrs. Abby Bow- 
ler Hoppin Morton at her home on Lake 
Avenue last Sunday morning, after a 
long illness.

Chief Justice Marcus Morton of this 
town.

In 1843 she married Chief 
Justice Morton and lived in Boston, but 
afterwards came tu Audover, where they 
resided for about forty years at the well 
known residence at the corner of Morton 
and School Streets. 

During her long residence here she 
was most highly esteemed by all wu 
knew her, and her large number of friends 
will be grieved to learn of her death. She 
was a woman of wide culture and prom- 
inent in society, and her family, which 
now consists of six children, will have 
the sympathy of all in the loss of a cheer- 
ful, loving mother.

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As I huve no explanation to offer of 
the following experience, and something 
of that kind, more or less ingenious, is 
expected of any one daring to tell what 
seems supernatural, it is only right to 
relate, by Way of compensation, various 
circumstances which muy have infiu- 
enced my mind. Christmas fell that year 
on Friday, and Wednesday night I had 
slept at the Lodge, as 1 often did in 
those days when the general and Kate 
Carnegie were living there, and the old 
house had still a roof and a warm hearth 
stone.
